AT  FLANDERS  END 


OF  BATTLE  FRONT 


Captures  Mount  Kemmel,  Dfanoutre   and   Other 

Positions  in  Important  Chain  of  Hills — British 

and   French  Troops  Pressed   Back  by 

Much  Superior  Forces 


Defenders  Fall  Back 

Disputing  Every  Foot 


Allies  Succeed  Better  at  Amiens  Section  of  Front, 
Recovering  Ground  Lost  on  Previous  Day — 
Germans  Lose  Many  Men  in  Effort  to  Re- 
cover Their  Positions 


LONDON,  April  26.— The  Germans  have  captured 
Kenunel  mountain  and  village,  and  also  are  in  possession  of 
ranoutre^  according  to  the  official  communication  sent  by 
Field  Marshal  Haig  from  headquarters  in  Finance  tonight. 
The  communication  says  that  north  of  the  Lys  River  the  bat- 
tle is  continuing  fiercely  along  the  whole  front  from  the 
neighborhood  of  Dranoutre  to  the  Ypres-Comines  Canal. 
Jhe  text  of  Reld  Marshal  Haig's  report  follows:

"North  of  tlM  I>yi  IUv«r  tb«  battU 
Is  contlautDK  fiercely  on  the  whole 
front  ftom  the  neighborhood  of 
3>raaoutre  to  the  Ypres-Comtnea 
canaJ..  The  enemy  has  gained  posaes- 
plon  of  Dranoutre,  Kemmel  village 
Bnd  Mont  Kemmel. 

"The  enemy's  atuok  yesterday  was 
made  In  great  strength  by  nine  fre^ 
dlvlalona.  This  morning  the  FYench 
and  British  troops  counter-attacked 
and  socoeeded  at  Arst  in  n^aklng  some 
progress,  capturing  a  number  of 
prisoners.  L«ter  in  the  day  the  enemy 
renewed  his  attacks,  directing  his 
assaults  with  particular  insistence 
against  the  positions  from  Locre  to 
La  Clytte  and  Scherpenberg.  .All  the 
enemy's  attacks  had  l^een  h«><l'  ^^t. 
after  severe  flghting,  in  the  course  of 
which  a  aeries  of  determined  attacks 
were  repulsed  with  heavy  lossef  to 
his  troops,  he  succeeded  in  pressing 
our  line  back  in  the  direction  of  Ixwre. 
On  both  sides  of  the  Ypres-Corolnes 
oanal  the  enemy  also  made  some  pro* 
gr«w.

"EJarly  this  morning,  the  FYench 
and  British  troops  attacked  the  enemy 
positions  south  of  the  Bomme  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Bangard  and  Han- 
gard  wood,  and  have  carried  their  line 
forward  at  certain  points  by  heavy 
flghting,  '' 

"On  the  remainder  of  the  British 
front  the  situation  remains  un- 
changed." 

The  e&rly  statement  follows: 

"On  the  Bailleul-Hollebeke  -front, 
after  severe  flghting  lasting  through- 
out the  day  against  a  greatly  superior 
force,  the  Allied  troops  were  forced  to 
give  ground  and  the  enemy  obtained 
a  footing  on  Kemmel  Hilt. 

"Fighting  still  continues  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Dranoutre,  Kemmel 
aAd  Kierstraat. 

"We  carried  out  a  successful  minor 
operation  during  the  night  west  of 
Mervllle,  and  captured  fifty  prlHonem 
and  three  machine  guns,  ^he  hostile 
artillery  has  been  aptlve  along  onr 
front  from  the  Lys  river  to  Olvertchy. 

"South  of  the  flomme.  hostile  posts 
which  were  holding  out  southeast  of 
Vllleni-Bretonneti*  have  been  cleared 
away  by  our  troops.  The  enemy's  ar- 
tillery has  been  active  also  In  this  ar*a 
tiith  gas  shells.      ,

PARIS.  April  2«.— The  War  Oflloe 
atatement  tonight  reada: 

"Our  troops  counter-attacked  the 
Oerman  lines  thia  morning,  from  ViUers- 
Bretenneux  to  south  of  the  Lys  River, 
•nd  have  suooeeded,  despite  the  fierce 
renlstHnce  of  the  enemy,  who  had 
brought  up  ImporUnt  forces,  In  retak- 
ing a  large  part  of  the  ground  which 
was  lost  yesterday.  We  have  retaken 
the  position  at  the  monument  south  of 
Vlllers-Bretonneujt.  penetrated  Into  the 
wood  at  Hangard-en-«anterre  and  con- 
quered a  pert  of  the  Western  portion  of 
that  village. 

"The  battle  has  been  going  on  all  day. 
and  Is  eentlnulng  with  exceptional  vlo- 
lenee.  The  Oermans  have  tried  to  ar- 
rest our  advance  at  any  price,  and  have 
•iiffered  great  losses,  which  whro  in- 
flicted by  our  artillery.  The  Uerman  re- 
sistance was  most  notable  north  of  Han- 
gard-en-Santerre.  where  the  enemy 
seven  tlmas  launched  their  assaults 
tgalost  our  lines  without  forcli)g  our 
raliant  troops  to  give  ground. 

"The  combat  wmn  no  lees  flerce  In  the 
village  of  Hangar<l.  which  has  changed 
handa  twice  during  the  day.  South  of 
IMe  Lao*  Btver  we  have  retaken  poel- 
tlans,  wtaleh  we  have  held  in  spite  of 
strong  btaws  by  the  enenur.

"Prttsalaa  and  Bavarian  troopa  took 
Mont  Kemmel  and  the  village  by  storm. 
We  captured  Dranoutre  and  the  'height 
to  the  northwest  of  VIeugelhoek. 

"Battle  squadrons  attacked  with  great 
success  the  rear  communication  roads 
of  the  enemy,  which  were  crowded  with 
carts  and'  columns  of  men. 

"As  the  result  of  yesterday's  battle, 
more  than  6,500  prisoners  have  been  re- 
ported up  to  the  present.  Tha  majority 
of  the  prisoners  are  French,  and  there 
are  one  English  and  one  French  regi- 
mental commander  among  the  captives. 

"South  of  the  Somme,  VIIIers-Breton- 
neux,  into  which  we  penetrated,  could 
not  be  held  In  the  face  of  enemy  counter- 
attacks. Further  attacks  failed  due  east 
of  the  villaga  At  tha  wood  whteh  w« 
arrested  from  the  enemy  aad  tha  vil- 
Hige  of  Hangarif'  attacka  also  failed. 
The  nuntber  of  priaonera  taken  in  this 
battle  has  increased  to  3,400.  On  the 
western  bank  of  the  Moaelle,  Saxon 
companies  stormed  the  French  trenchea 
and  penetrated  Into  Regne>-iUe.  After 
having  accomplished  their  task  they  re- 
turned to  their  lines  with  prisoners."

PARIS,  April  36.— The  War  OfBee  re- 
ports: "Baatern  theatre:  There  has  been 
great  activity  by  our  heavy  artillery  on 
the  larger  part  of  the  front,  notably  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Vardar  River  and 
In  the  region  of  Monastir.  In  the 
Cerna  bend  district  a  Serbian  detach- 
ment penetrated  enemy  positions  and 
destroyed  valuable  material.  Two 
enemy  airplanes  were  shot  down." 


EXPECT  U.S.  CREDIT 

FOR  CANADA'S  USE 

OTTAWA,  April  2«.— It  Is  thought 
here  that  the  vtalt  of  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
deh  to  New  York  Is  likely  to  he  fol- 
lowed by  the  definite  annoancement  of 
the  eatahUahment  In  tha  Unltad  States 
of  a  Canadian  cradlt  to  cover  the  ad- 
verse balance  of  trade  against  Canada 
and  to  help  finance  war  purchasea. 

Financial  nmttera  affecting  the  Do- 
minion, have  been  under  consideration 
In  New  York  for  some  days.  Great 
Britain  and  the  Dominion  being  rep- 
reaented  by  Sir  Thomaa  White  and 
Hon.  A.  K.  Maclean.  The  departure 
of  Sir  Robert  Borden  for  New  York  ia 
taken  to  mean  that  the  negotiations 
have  reached  the  final  sta^e,  and  that 
an  Important  announcement  la  likely 
to  be  made  in  connection  with  the 
budget  next  week.

PREMIER  SPEAKS 
OF  CANADA'S  WILL 


Sir  Robert  Borden  Tells  New 
York  Interviewer  That  Coun- 
try Will  Fight  to  Last— De- 
clares Quebec's  Loyalty, 


NEW  YORK,  April  IT.— The  New 
York  Sun  this  morning  published  a 
lengthy  interview  with  Sir  Robert 
Borden,  who  arrived  In  this  city  yes- 
terday, in  which  Sir  Rotbert  Is  quoted 
as  saying  that  Canada  will  spend  her 
last  dollar  to  win  the  war,  and  that 
every  able-bodied  man  will  be  con- 
serlptad.  "The  spirit  of  Canada,"  ex- 
plained the  Canadian  Pramier,  in  r». 
sponse  to  a  question,  "no  words  of 
Tnlne  can  picture — 4t  ia  patriotism  In- 
carnate." SpaaklPf  of  the  raoant  dls- 
turbaaooa  in  f^a^ad.'  Sir  - JUlMft. -4s 
quoted  as  Baying: 

"The  disturbances  in  Qaehac  have 
been  very  greatly  exaggerated  by  the 
'stories  that  have  come  out  of  Can- 
ada. The  vast  majority  of  the  people 
of  Quebec  are  loyally  accepting  con- 
scription. The  students  of  Laval  Uni- 
versity are  enlisted  in  large  numbers 
In  a  tank  battalion  which  is  being 
formed.  The  University  is  the  great 
French-Canadian  school  .of  the  prov- 
ince, a  centre  of  thought." 

Sir  Robert  will  leave  New  York  to- 
night on  his  way  back  to  Ottawa. 
He  will  confer  with  Sir  Thomas 
Whiter,  who  will  represent  Canada  In 
the  negotiations  with  the  United 
States  and  Oreat  Britain  aa  regards 
war  flnanclng.

Canadian  Troops  Constantly  Harass  Enemy  in 

Front  of  Their  Position — Successful  Raids  and 

Heavy  Artillery  Fire  Are  Carried  Out — 

Hostile  Efforts  Are  Easily  Checked 


CANADIAN  ARMY  HBADQUAR- 
TURS  IN  FRANCB,  April  2<.(By  the 
Canadian  Overseas  Correspondent.)— 
Carrjing  out  a  deliberate  policy  of 
harassing  and  worrying  the  enemy, 
the  Canadiana  all  alt>ng  their  front  are 
raiding  the  boche  lines  consistently. 
Not  a  night  passes  without  one  or  two 
or  three  raida.  some  of  them  of  a 
minor  nature  against  hostile  posts, 
others  In  strength,  penetrating  the 
enemy's  front  line  and  support 
trenchea  Our  domination  of  No 
Man's  Land  has  never  been  more  com- 
plete, nor  have  we  ever  eondncted 
such  constant  operations  of  an  ag- 
gressive character  wl(h  less  cost  to 
ourselves. 

One  battalion  haa  raided  the  enemy 
nve '  times  In  the  past  week  without 
siiffering  a  single  casualty.  A  ser- 
geant in  another  regiment  working  his 
way  alone  to  the  enemy  lines  found 
thirteen  hoches  asleep  beside  a  ma- 
chine gun.  He  crept  into  the  poat, 
captured  the  gun,  returned  with  It  to 
our  lines,  orgaalaed  a  party  aad  went 
back  to  g«t  some  of  the  boches.  But 
tha  garrtaon  had  awakened  In  tha 
meantime,  aad  had  been  reinforced, 
with  the  result  that  the  post  waa  held 
In  too  great  strength  for  suceessful 
attack. 

In  another  daring  incursion  into  tha 
enemy  lines,  which  netted  us  another 
machine  sua,  a  lleutataaat  aad  Ave 
otber  ranks,  despite  the  preMoea  In 
the  near  distance  of  a  larga  boaUle 
working  pany.  csapt  along  aaf  saawy 
trench  until  thay  met  a  hostile  nM- 
chlne  gun  crew.  kuitng  tbd  cr«w, 
they  returned  with  tha  gaa.  aad  got 
back  to  our  Haas  haters  tha  aiMmy 
worfelng  party  eouM  ergaalse  mm  at- 


la  tha  same  manner  another  lieu- 
tenant and  aix  men  charged  a  largo 
working  paHy  wMli  the  hayoaat.  drove 
off  the  aoaaiy  In  coafoahm  aad  thea 
withdrew  with  oaty  three  slight 
aaltles.  all  s— Ulasd  trmm 
gun  Are  during  the  wtUldraway.

tlon  of  the  fighting  temper  of  our 
men.  Their  superiority  over  •  the 
enemy  is  furthei^  proved  by  the  com- 
plete record  in  the  past  four  days 
of  three  hostile  raids.  In  no  case  did 
the  enemy  penetr^e  our  wire,  much 
less  reach  our  trenches. 
.  While  our  Infantry  has  been  worry- 
ing the  enemy  so  constantly  and  so 
successfully,  securing  Identifications, 
bombing  dugouts,  rushing  posts,  and 
penetrating  the  opposing  lines,  our 
artillery  had  been  very  active,  not 
only  in  supporilng  raids  with  Inten- 
sive barrage  Are.  hut  In  haraaslhg 
the  enemy.  Again  this  morning  hos- 
tile batteries  were  subjected  to  a  pro- 
tracted gaa  bombardment,  and  night- 
ly extensive  haraaslng  flre  pro- 
grammes are  carried  out  sgalnst  tha 
enemy  front  line,  supports,  communi- 
cations and  strong  polata.  Bqual  ac- 
tivity Is  malnuined  by  our  trench 
mortars,  machine  guns  and  Stokea 
guns. 

With  raids,  gas,  ballets  and  shelUi^ 
the  enemy  opposite  the  Canadians  Is 
enduring  constant  hootlla  activity 
which  must  oonfnss  hhi  movements, 
demoralise  his  man,  aad  threaten  ths 
general   morale   of  Ms  fereea.

A  vivid,  heartening  picture  of  what 
the  United  States  Is  doing  and  has 
done  that  the  cause  of  the  Allies 
and  domacracy  may  triumph,  was 
painted  laat  night  by  Secreta^  of 
Commerce  W!lliam  C.  Redfleld^efore 
over  300  members  of  the  Canadian 
Club  at  dinner  in  the  Empreas  Hotel. 

All  memlMrs  of  the  American-Can- 
adian Joint  High  Fisheries  Commis- 
sion were  present,  ond^  a  speech  was 
delivered  by  Chief  Justice  H.  D. 
Haxen,  former  Canadian  Minister  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  now  chief 
representative  of  the  Dominion  on  the 
commission. 

Mr.  John  Cochrane,  president  of 
the  Canadian  Club,  presided.  A  vote 
of  thanks  was  moved  and  seconded 
by  Lieut. -Governor  Barnard  and  Hon. 
William  Sloan,  Minister  of  Mines.  AU 
members  of  the  Provincial  Cabinet 
now  in  the  city  were  present. 

In  introducing  Mr.  Redfleld,  Presi- 
dent John  Cochrane  declared  that  the 
golden  age  of  the  world  had  not  paas- 
ed,  that  it  was  present  today  and  re- 
presented by  the  union  of  the  Aaglo- 
Bazon  races  and  every  free  nation  in 
the  flght  for  liberty.  Justice  and 
honor. 

Mr.  Redfleld's  address  consisted  of 
facts  without  embellishment  and  was 
received  with  tremendous  enthusiasm. 
The  add  roes  was  not  oaly  from  one 
of  President  Wilson's  right^and 
men,  but  from  a  representative  of 
American  big  business,  and  for  those 
reasons  was  accepted  at  double  value. 

"I  invite  you,"  he  said,  "not  to 
look  at  tha  war  power  of  the  United 
sutes  at  prasent,  hut  to  watch  it  as 
it  unfolds  itaetf,  an4  I  know  yaa  will 
not  ha  disappointed.  I  am  going  to 
give  you  a  picture,  not  of  a  finished 
Job,  but  of  f,  Jfib  that  Is  dsvaloping 
pretty  fast" 

He  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  Can- 
ada's' part  in  the  conflict.  "I  dare 
not  apeak  on  so  sacred  a  theme  as 
the  achievements  of  your  soldiers  in 
this  war,"  he  said.  "I  can  appreciate 
the  solemn  pride  that*mnat  be  yours 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  Dominion  to  have  laid  down 
so  costly  a  sacriflce  on  -  tM  altar  of 
freedom.  Where  your  CanZdian  sol- 
diers have  gone  the  anemy  has 
trembled.  Your  men  have  set  an 
example  of  courage  and  determina- 
tion to  the  worlkl  at  large." 

Mr.  Redfleld  spoke  ot  how  the 
element  of  time  had  ennred  into  the 
problem  confronting  t^e  masses  of 
the  United  States  people  in  uniting 
their  sentiment  "It  la  not  an  eaay 
taak  to  un!fy  100,000.000  people."  he 
declared,  "and  the  American  people 
are  trained  in  Individualism.  It  has 
indeed  been  the  pride  of  the  Yankee 
that  he  has  always  done  his  own 
thinking.  We  have  had  to  take  hold 
of  a  nation  with  a  population  greater 
than  that  ot  France  and  Oermany 
combined,  and  consisting  of  a  people 
used  to  local  self  •government  and 
weld  it  into  a  hnited,  cohesive,  posi- 
tive force  that  will  stick. 

"The  essential  factor  In. the  grasp- 
ing of  any  truth  and  4ts  transmuta- 
tion into  action  is  time,"  he  contin- 
ued. "In  some  nations  tha  process 
may  he  fast.  In  others  slow.  But  it 
that  nation  has  been  taught  from  al- 
most the  beginning  of  Its  existence  to 
leave  Burope  alone  and  to  believe  in 
its  own  security  from  European  Inter- 
ference, the  element  of  time  is  great. 
It  took  time  to  show  the  people  that 
the  situation  in  Burope  radically, 
vitally  threatened  everything  they 
held  sacred.  If  there  were  thotnands 
who  felt  that  the  United  SUtes 
should  have  accepted  the  gace  of 
battle  'at  the  beginning,  there  were 
tens  of  thousands  mere  who  felt  that 
time  had  not  yet  coma  FVn*  there 
is  such  a  thing  ^b  intellectual  mo- 
menttim  which  makes  people  go  on 
thinking  the  same  thing  for  a  cer- 
tain time  in  spire  of  the  changes 
that  may  he  effected  In  the  mean- 
time. Our  territory  was  not  at- 
tacked, oar  form  of  govammant  did 
nat  seem  threatened,  aad  It  seemed 
superficially  and  mlatakanly  possible 
for  the  storm  to  pass  hy.  Bvan  now. 
there  are  many  Americans  who  do 
net  rcallss  the  horror,  the  turpitude, 
off  the  Oerman  Meal,  and  that  the 
Oamuui  Ideal  and  the  American  Ideal 
oan  never  live  tagethar  side  hy  side. 
Bat  we  are  heglnning  to  know  now 
that  (ha  great  purpose  for  which  wa 
eatered  this  war.  and  the  pnriNiae 
which  remains  Jim*  aa  strongly  Sxad 
la  onr  iessl»s  aa  ovar.  Is  that  the

David  Alfred  Thomaa,  first  Baron 
Rhondda,  haa  been  known  ha  tha 
Welah  coal  king.  Ho  came  to  the 
United  States  in  19H  to  organise  war 
munitions  supplies,  and  waa  on  the 
Lusitanla  when  that  ship  was  tor- 
pedoed.

WITH  TH£  FRENCH  ARMIES  IN 
FRANCE,  Thursday,  April  28.— (By  the 
Aaaociated  Press). — Tanks  ot  both  the 
Alliea  and  the  Oermans  played  an  Im- 
portant part  in  the  courae  of  the  fight- 
ing in  the  laat  few  days.  This  waa  the 
first  occasion  in  history,  when  these  in- 
struments of  war  met  each  other. 

The  Germane  did  not  bring  many 
tanka  into  action  and  up  to  the  preaent 
it  haa  been  impossible  to  ascertain 
whether  those  that  were  in  the  flght 
were  merely  repaired  British  tanks, 
which  fell  Into  the  Oerman  hands  at 
Cambral.  or  copiee  of  them,  or  whether 
a  new  modfl  ftt  Qermaa  taa)ia  was  ^- 
ployed. 

"rhe  Qermaas  possess  twa  kinds  of 
tanks,  the  first  of  which  is  small  and 
swlfL  The  other  Is  a  formidable  land 
cruiser. 

trhe  French  tanks  already  had  taken 
a  brilliant  part  In  the  flghting  aome 
days  ago  when  they  drove  the  Qermaaa 
from  Senecat  wood,  weatward  from  Cas- 
tel.  In  connection  with  thia  acttod  two 
tank  ooromandera  who  performed  deeds 
ot  herolam  have  juat  been  rewarded 
with  honora. 

Lieut.  Domerc,  commanding  a  equad 
of  tanks,  while  advancing  saw  ons  of 
his  chariots  of  assault  suddenly  halt. 
An  investigation  showed  that  the  entire 
crew  waa  disabled.  The  lieutenant, 
with  one  of  hia  own  men  aa  a  gunner, 
mounted  the  tank  under  heavy  flre,  set 
It  in  motion  and  reached  Castel,  at- 
tacking on  the  way  with  the  machtne 
gun  several  large  groups  of  Oermans, 
putting  many  of  them  out  of  action. 
tSventually,  they  returned  safely  to  the 
french  line. 

Sergt.  Mouren,  commanding  another 
tank,  noticing  a  German  fleld  battery  re- 
treating, followed  It  to  attack  the  gun- 
ners. He  waa  BOO  yarda  within  the 
Oerman  line  when  hla  motor  refused  to 
wrcrk.  The  ssrgsaat  ^Ismountsd  with 
his  crew  under  a  hurrleaae  of  rifle  flre 
aad  detached  the  machine  guns  with 
which  he  repulsed  a  large  force  of  Oer- 
mans who  attempted  to  approach,  flring 
uatil  the  last  reel  ot  cartridges  waa 
spent.  The  entire  crew,  except  the  ser- 
geant, wss  wounded,  but  the  sergeant 
gsthered  the  injured  men  together  and 
they  made  their  way  through  tbicketa 
to  the  French  position. 

Both  tank  commaadera  received  the 
Cross  ot  the.  Legion  of  Honor  on  the 
batUefleld.

AT  VERY  HEAVY  PRICE 


Epic  Story  of  French  Regiment  That  Undertook  to 
Hold  Top  of  Kemmel   Hill   Until   Last  Man 
Should  Drop — Ultimate  Fate  of  Brave 
Poilus  Is  Not  Definitely  Known 


WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMY  IN  FRANCE,  April  26.— Tfiis 
morning  found  the  Germans  holding  the  salient  which  they  had 
driven  into  the  French  and  British  lines  beyond  Mont  Kemmel, 
Kemmel  village,  Dranoutre  and  farms  and  hamlets  in  the  immediate 
vicinity.  A  gallant  regiment  of  poilus  had  been  ordered  to  hold 
Kemmel  at  all  costs.  After  the  Germans  had  broken  through  the 
defending  lines  and  were  encircling  the  elevation,  the  French  clung 
to  their  positron  and  obeyed  their  ppmmi^nds  to  the  letter.  They 
battled  to  the  bitter  end,  and  overwhelming  forces  of  the  enemy  were 
able  to  gain  the  crest  only  over  the  bodies  of  these  gallant  defenders. 
No  more  dramatic  and  inspiring  «tand  has  been  made  in  recent  days 
than  this. 

Flary    OoaaMr-Atlaflk 
The  Allied  counter-attack  hegaa  al 
an  early  hour  thia    morning.     While 
the    French    Infantry    drove    forward 
against  Kenmtel  from  the  east  their 
British  comrades  began  operations  on 
the  left.     In  the  flrst  rush  the  sturdy  . 
British  Tommies     forced     their  way  - 
forward  in  the  face  of  heavy  flre,  aad 
got  into  Kemmel  vlilsde.     It    was  a , 
striking   exhibition   of   bravery     that 
^ook  the   men  in  khaki  across  oipen 
ground   that   was   h«lng   swept   with 
,maohlne  gun  flrs. 

For  two  hours  they  held  the  vll« 
lage  while  Germsns  from  the  natgh- 
.horing  hill  poured  bullets  Into  the 
place   from    rapid   flrers. 

At  6  o'clock  it  became  apparent 
that  it  would  be  useless  sacrince  ot 
life  long«r,  and  the  British  were  wlth- 
drwwn  to  safer  ground,  from  which 
the  assault  continued. 

The  French  were  reported  to  have 
nukde  some  progress,  but  they,  too.

from  Mont  Kemmel  and  other  points.

IVeaeH  Regtinent's  Stand 
How  |oa«  the  French  regiment  waa 
able  to  continue  its  drankajtie  resist* 
ance  on  the  crest  oi^  Mont  Kemmel 
^Wednesda^  may  not  be  kndVrn  until 
'the  Oerman  historians  record  it  after 
the  war.  It  was  about  f  o'clock  yes- 
terday morning,  when  the  Oermans 
Anally  succeeded  in  encircling  Kem- 
mel after  forcing  back  the  AlUed  tine 
at  the  lunctlon  ot  the  French  and 
British  west  of  WytsohaeU.  From 
thft  time  until  late  In  the  day  the 
regiment  clung  to  the  hill  and  con- 
tinued a  terrible  execution  among  the 
enemy  troops  with  machine  guns. 
Beyond  that  nothing  la  known  ^ot 
their  fate.  There  were  very  hedvy 
atUcks  against  the  British  all  day 
yesterday.  The  British  imngtedlately 
began  pushing  troops  down  toward 
the  gap  after  the  Germans  had  driven 
an  entering  wedge,  and  hard  flghting 
ensued.  A  particularly  saagulaar/ 
struggle  waa  waged  at  Vlerstraat, 
northwest  ot  Wytschaete,  and  hare 
the  oentending  troape  fought  hi  add 
out  ot  the  hamlet  for  houra. 


HEELS  OF  TEUTONS 

GRINP  UKRAINIANS 

WABHINOTON,  April  2«.— Requis- 
itions made  by  the  Austro-Germans  in 
Ukrainia  are  so  severe  the  peasants 
are  revolting  and  are  holding  sol- 
diers as  prisonera  Clashes  are  oc- 
curring frequently,  said  a  diplomatic 
dispatch  today,  and  many  persons 
have  been  killed  on  both  sides.  The 
dispatch,  referring  to  the  food  aitu- 
atlon  In  Austria,  says: 

"An  official  note  publlahed  by  the 
Vienna  newspapers  shows  the  grav- 
ity ot  the  food  difficulties  with 
which  Austria  is  struggling." 

This  note  states  that  the  stooka 
supplied  by  the  Roumanian  harvests 
are  entirely  exhausted,  and  that  wheat 
from  Ukrainia  cannot  be  counted 
upon  before  the  end  ot  the  month. 
Under  theee  conditions  the  Govern- 
ment must  eeike  the  cereal  reserves 
left  in  the  hands  ot  ths  peasants  for 
thfir  pefaonal  eoasuaiptton.

Reserves  Not  Yet  Used, 


IrONDON.  April  t«.— The  Importance 
of  every  Entente  .\llled  country  en- 
gsged  in  the  war  to  get  every  pOesiblo 
man  into  position  to  support  the  bat- 
tle front  was  emphasised  by  General 
Delma  Radcllffe.  Chief  Director  of 
Military  Operations  at  the  Wsr  Ofllce, 
today,  in  his  tlrst  interview  with  news- 
papermen since  he  took^over  the  posi- 
tion formerly  h«Id  by  Major-Gea.  P. 
B.  Maurice. 

"The  Germans  are  going,  on  with 
thia  hammering  process,"  he  said, 
"aad  we  have  got  to  nuUce  up  our 
minds  that  it  is  not  this  week  nor  aext 
weei,  or  next  atonth,  that  this  flght  is 
coming  to  a  decision.  We  are  going 
to  flght  the  whole  Summer  and  in  the 
end  it  is  a  question  of  who  holds  the 
last  reserves. 

"Reserves  on  the  west  front  are 
now,  I  am  happy  to  say,  In  the  hands 
of  one  commend,  namely,  in  the  hands 
of  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the 
Allied  armies  in  France,  General 
Foch,  In  whom  everybody  in  both 
armies  has  complete  coafldeace.  He 
has  ao  far  employed  only  a  small  pro- 
portion of  his  reserves,  snd  that  is  a 
good  augury  for  the  futtire. 

"I  want  to  emphasise  the  fact  that 
this  is  a  long  drawn  out  test  of  eo- 
durance  of  nations.  That  Is  why  It  is 
so  Imperative  for  this  country  and  all 
countries  which  are  engaged  to  get 
hold  ot  every  man  they  possibly  can 
to  aup^ort  the  battle  front.  What  is 
going  to  tell  -in  the  end  is  men. 

"Speaking  generally  as  regards  the 
Oerman  policy  as  evidenced  in  the 
events  of  the  lest  few  days/  there  is 
nothing  to  alter  the  view  that  General 
Maurice  put  before  you— ^at  it  is  the 
Oermaa  Intention  to  wsar  out  the 
British  army.  He  has  been  unable  to 
break  It  or  divide  the  British  aad  the 
French. 

"There  is  ao  reaaon  to  doubt  that 
an  offensive  on  a  fltr  greater  soale  is 
fully  to  be  expected  between  Arras 
and  Amiens  with  the  object  of  dririag 
In  aad  separating  the  Britlidi  and 
PYeach.  Ho  far  the  whole  Oermaa 
•ueoess  Is  merely  tactical.  He  haa 
won  ground  and  taken  positions  aad 
guns  and  te  hamaierlag  the  Brttidh 
army  wherever  possible.  This  ohjeet 
hae  haea  eenatered  hy  the  aetioa  ^t 
the  Allied  eemmander  la  chief  In  aend- 
liw  PYeach  troepe^lo  tlie  aorth  ftaaC.

the  earth.  Prlaonera  estimate  that  at 
least  two,  and  probably  threor  Ger- 
man companies  were  wiped  out  in  a 
few  mlnutes.^  The  machines  returned 
In  horrible  condition  from  the 
ahamblee,  and  they  had  to  be  washed 
down. 

One  Oerman  prisoner  had  a  rough 
experience  with  the  small  tanks  and 
llred  to  tell  the  story.  He  got  separ- 
ated from  his  unit  and  was  hiding 
In  ft  ahell  hole  near  Caohy  when  a 
tank  ohanred  directly  over  the  hole. 
It  waa  deep  enough  to  protect  the 
Oerman.  but  he  was  so  terrified  that 
he  lost  conscloueness  and  was  Just  re- 
gaining his  senses  when. the  perform- 
ance waa  repeated  by  a  second  tank. 
Again  he  escaped,  and  saved  himaelT 
further  trials  1»y  being  captured. 

Only  four  Oerman  tanks  appeared 
to  -b^  In  action  on  Wedneeday  about 
VlIIftrs-Bretonneux,  although  numbers 
of  others  are  rumored  to  have  been 
aselgned  to  participate  In  the  attack. 

The  fourth  guards  division,  which 
advanced  against  the  town  from  the 
south,  expected  aeven  tanks  to  ac- 
company them,  but  three  of  them  did 
not  appear. 

The  German  division  attacking 
Cachy  was  told  that  four  tanks  were 
to  Bupport  the  aasault,  but  theee  were 
missing  at  the  appointed  hour.  Thus, 
eleven  tanks  had  been  figured  upon, ' 
but  only  four  were  actually  engaged. 

The  Oerman  prlsonere  state  that 
they  never  had  seen  the  tanks  be- 
fore. ilUhough  they  had  often  heard 
of  them.  The  greateet  secrecy  ap- 
pears to  have  been  maintained  by  the 
German  high  command  regarding 
theae  engineer  so  much  that  infantry 
had  not  been  trained  to  work  with 
them  in  their  Initial  appearance. 

The  Oerman  tanka  sent  Into  the 
fight  at  VlUers-Bretonneux  acted 
quite  Independently  of  the  foot  sol- 
dlere.  Their  busineM  apparently  was 
to  search  out  the  machine  gun  nests 
and  engage  them.  The  fact  that  the 
orews  of'  the  two  of  the  enemy  tanks 
abandoned  them  when  they  got  Into 
trouble  would  seem  to  Indicate  that 
the  personnel  Is  not  experienced. 
I  Four  Oerman  tanks  came  forward 
with  the  second  attack  at  about  9 
o'clock.  Only  one  clash  occurred  be* 
tween  them  and  the  British  tanks. 
That  waa  when  the  quartette  came 
UP  agalnat  one  big  British  machine 
and  twovsmaller  ones.  Both  of  the 
latter  had  been  damaged  somewhat 
by  the  heavy  cannonade,  but  the  big- 
ger British  machine  forced  the  enemy 
to  retreat,  and  put  one  of  the  number 
ou^  of  action.  The  crew  of  thle  Oer- 
noan  tank  fled,  as  did  that  of  another 
whieh  afterward  got  stuck  in  the  mud. 
Neither  tank,  however,  was  complete- 
ly soaashed,  Wnd  the  enemy  got  them 


away,  later.     Both  the  damaged  Brit- 
ish tanks  were  saved. 

From  aUtements  made  by  prlaoaars 
the  eonespondent  Is  able  to  give  an 
approximate  deecrlptif  n  of  the  new 
Oerman  tank.

Mr.  Oompera  waa  welcomed  at  the 
station  by  the  preeldent  and  vice-pre- 
sident of  the  Tradee  and  Labor  Coun-. 
cU.  and  by  a  delegation  of  labor 
leadere  from  Tbronto  and  Montreal, 
with  Sir  Henry  Drayton.  Preeldent  of 
the  Canadian  Club,  and  J.  K.  BCac- 
pherson. 

After  being  eeoorUd  to  hia  head- 
quartere  at  the  Chateau  Laurler.  Mr. 
Oompera  went  out  to  lunch  with  Sir 
Henry  Drayton,  and  then  paid  a  vlalt 
to  the  Governor-General  at  Rldeau 
Hall. 

Mr.  Oompera  addreaaed  the  Senate 
and  Commons  this  afternoon  In  a 
speech  which  waa  at  once  an  Inspir- 
ation and  a  challenge. 

As  the  Minister  of  Justice  put  It.  It 
was  "a  new  inspiration,  which  shall 
revive  In  us  our  determination."  It 
waa  a  challenge  to  autocracy  and  re- 
action. 

"Somehow.  I  feel."  Mr.  Oompera 
declared  to  ringing  applause — "eome- 
how  I  feel  that  I  would  rather  drop 
while  fighting  for  the  right  than  not 
To  fight  at  ali  We  cannot  falL  We 
must  not  falL  We  shall  not  tall.  But 
It  Is  better  to  fall  fighting  than  will- 
ingly to  Bubmlt  to  the  yoke.  A  will- 
ingness to  submit  to  the  tyrant's  yoke 
simply  means  stifling  and  stamping 
out  the  epirit  of  liberty." 

The  apeaker  waa  Impreeelve.  The 
Speaker  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  sat  side  by  side 
on  the  dais.  Public  gallerlee  were 
crowded.  Stars  and  Strlpee  and  Union 
Jacks  were  knotted  In  the  simple  de- 
coration of  the  chamber.  Aa  he  en- 
tered, accompanied  by  Hon.  C.  J. 
Doherty.  Minister  of  Justice,  Hon.  N. 
W.  Rowell,  President  of  the  Privy 
Council,  Hon.  T.  W.  Crothers,  Minis- 
ter of  Labor,  and  Hon.  H.  A.  Robert- 
son, Chairman  of  the  Labor  Commit- 
tee of  the  Cabinet.  Mr.  Oompera  waa 
greeted  with  applause.  He  took  hla 
seat  on  the  front  Government  benchOe, 
and  It  was  from  here  that  he  ad- 
dreseed  the  members  of  the  Houaea. 

Official  welcome  waa  tendered  to 
Mr.  Compere  by  Speaker  Rhodea  of 
the  Commons.  "Our  welcome  goee 
out  to  you,"  Mr.  Rhodee  said,  "not

Germans  Thought  to  Be  Unable 
*for  Some  Time  to  Operate  at 
Zeebrugge  —  Admiralty's 
Opinion  of  Damage. 


LONDON.  Aprtl  t«.— OsteBd  must 
now  be  used  aa  the  base  of  opera- 
tions for  German  submarlaes  owing 
to  the  damage  InlUotad  by  the  British 
navy  at  Zeebrugge.  according  to  naval 
opinion  here.  Very  eonsiderable  re- 
sults are  expocted  from  the-  Zee- 
brugge raid.  A  high  Admiralty  offi- 
cial said  that  aerial  observation  is 
■till  bad.  and  that  reports  of  .  the 
damage  9Xfi  not  yet  received,  but  that 
the  destruction  of  the  mole  alone  Is 
sufficient  to  hamper  .  the  Oermana 
greatly. 

Sand  Is  a  special  hindrance  to 
navigation  on  the  Belgian  coast,  and 
the  Zeebrugge  harbor  has  been  kept 
open  only  by  the  steady  use  of  two 
dredges.  Now  there  la  a  gap  fti  the 
mole  120  feet  long;  one  dredge  at  any 
rate  is  sunk,  and  the  hulks  of  the 
sunken  crulsorii  are  forming  admir- 
able obstacles  against  which  the  sand 
can  drift  up.  If  only  the  wind  will 
drive  the  tide  in  force '  through  the 
gap  In  the  mole,  naval  offlclalp  are 
confident  that  the  harbor 'will  quickly 
silt  up,  and  It  will  be  very  difficult 
for  the  German  dredgem  .If  thet^  are 
any  left,  to  make  much  headway 
against  the  sand,  especially  as  British 
seaplanes   are    not    forgetting    them. 

As  for  the  Bruges  canal  It  may 
perhaps  be  cleared  In  three  or  four 
weeks,  but  as  Its  banks  are  so  weak 
the  Oori;!>ans  can  use  only  light 
charges  in  blowing  up  the  two  cbn- 
erete  filled  oruiaere; — 


According  to  an  official  narrative 
issued  by  the  Admiralty  on  the  Zee- 
brugge raid,  nothing  but  a  change  in 
the  wind  prevented  the  success  of  the 
operation  at  Ostend.  The  Slrius  and 
Brilliant  were  already  past  the 
Stroom  bank  buoy  when  the  wind 
changed,  showing  th^  arrangement  of 
the  fieet  to  the  enemy,  who  with  gun- 
fire extinguished  the  fiares  which  t^e 
British  had  lighted  Mutder  , cover  of 
the.  smoke  cloud.  <      .  n, .      ..      ■  ^  i- 

The  Sirius  was  already  in  a  sink- 
ing condition  when  the  two  ships, 
having  failed  to  find  the  entrance, 
were  forced  to  sink  themselves  about 
four  Hundred  yards  east  of  the  Pler. 
Motor  launches  took  ofl!  their  crews. 
The  difficulty  under  which  the  opera- 
tions were  carried  out  may.  be  gauged 
from  the  fact  that  the  enemy  -  bat- 
teries from  Zeebrugge  to  Ostend  num- 
bered fully  120  guns,  able  to  concen- 
trate their  fire  dunhg  daylight  on 
retiring  ships  tO'  a  .distance  of,  six- 
teen miles.

At  latest  reports  two  '  old  -  cruiaers 
are  lying  across  the  Zeebrugge 
channel  In  a  "V"  position,  and  it  is 
believed  the  canal  Is  effectively 
blocked.  Rather  a  large  number  of 
ofncers  lost  th«lr  lives.  Two ;  of  fiber*, 
L.ieut.-eoI.  Bradford  and  Lieut.  Haw- 
kins, of  the  Iris,  who  were  sitting 
astride  the  parapet  .of  the  Zeebrugge 
mole  tuying'to  make  grappling  hoolts 
fast,  were  killed.  The  Thetis .  failed 
to  get  Into  the  Zeebrugge  canal,  her 
propeller  fouling  a  defence  net, 
which  rendered  her  unnianagsble. 
Kventuslly  she  sank  herself  outside 
tho  channel.  -'      .

OTTAWA,  April  2«.— Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier,  in  the  Houae  of  Commona 
this  afternoon,  brought  up  the  new 
regulations  under  which  leave  of  ab- 
aence  may  be  given  to  farmers  and  to 
farm  laborers  in  medical  categories 
lower  than  ■  category  "  A."  Sir  Wil- 
frid asked  If  any  statements  on  the 
subject  were  to  be  made  later. 

Hon.  ^  Mr.  Doherty  said  that  the 
Minister  of  Mllltla  would  subsequently 
explain  the  acope  of  the  regulations. 

Sir  Wilfrid  asked  if  the  report  was 
true  which  appeared  in  an  Ottawa 
evening  paper  that  at  Pembroke  the 
father  of  a  defaulter  had  been  held 
by  the  police  aa.  a  hostage. 

Hon.  Mr.  Doherty:  "I  should  be 
very  much  surprised  If  the  report 
waa  correct,"  ' 

Hon.  R.  Lemieux  referred  to  a 
cable  dispatch  published  in: the  Mon- 
treal Gaxette.  "It  seems  to  me,"  he 
said,  "a  charge  against  the  Canadian 
Medicml  Service  of  the  anuy^that  our 
wounded  soldiers  are  not  properly 
cared  for  in  Canadian  hospitals,  and 
then  against  the  I^'orestry  Corps, 
which,  according  to  this  cable,  ia 
ridiculously  overmanned." 

Major-Qeneral  Mewbum  said  he 
had  not  seen  the  dispatdln  but  'would 
bo  glad  to  take  any  action  -neceBsary. 

The  House  went  into  committee  on 
the  bill  to  amend  the  penitentiary  act. 

Kdmond  Proulx  asked  the  Minister 
of  Justice  If  he  was  in  a  position  to 
state  who  would  be  appointed  to  this 
office. 

Mr.  Doherty  replied  4hat  he  waa 
unable  to  make  any  statement,  as  the 
appointment  rested  with  '  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  Mr.  Proulx  un- 
derstood, he  said,  that  the  name  of 
Brigadier-General  John  Hughes,  now 
overseas,  had  been  mentioned  for  the 
position.

liability  to  the  Government 

If  the  Government  should  want  the 
land  at  any  time  before  the  period 
you  misht  fix,  knowing  you  are  a 
practical  farmer  and  a  lust  man,  I 
would  accept,  with  pleasure,  your 
valuation-  of  Improvementa  made. 

I  have  talked  over  the  matter  with 
Dean  Kllnck,  of  the  UfUversity,  and 
he  conflrma  my  view  regarding  ^he 
land.  It  would  ba  principally  pas- 
ture: tbe  first  SO  acrea  would  be 
cleared,  ploughed  and  drained,  then 
sown  down  In  red  and  alslke  clover 
and  where  suitable  part  sucar  beeta 
and  mangles.  Theee  were  the  views 
of  two  or  three  farmer  friends  of 
mine  and  the  Dean  confirms  It  My 
purpose  is  finally  to  establish  a  herd 
of  hoys,  and  this  would  be  their 
Winter  food.  I  purpoee  to  use  the 
University_tolta  fullest  extent,  alonar 
with  ^ffediraStic^I  man  to  carry  out 
the  prdJeCt.

Food  Production 

Sir. — The  Canada  Food  Board  has 
recently  issued  an  advertisement 
"Fight  with  Food,  a  call  to  the  whole 
Dominion  for  the  utmost  effort  to 
produce  food  for  our  soldiers  and 
Allies." 

Some  of  the  paracraphn  ai^.  to  my 
mind.  extremely  Important  and 
serious.  s.g., 

(a)  Our  Allies  are  desperately 
short  of  food^ 

(b)  Canada  and  the  United  States 
must  continue  to  be  practically  the 
only  source  of  supply. 

(c)  Canada  must  provide  wheat 
and  meat  in  increasing  quantities. 

'(d)|Men  who  can  be  spared  to 
work  on  the  farms  must  Mrve  in  this 
way. 

(e)  An  increased  Spring  acreage  in 
wheat  and  other  grain  is  vitally 
needed. 

(f)  Stock  raisers  are  asked  to  pro- 
vide the  greatest  possible  production 
of  meat  especially  pork. 

(g)  Everyone  in  Canada  must  fight 
by  doinff  his  or  her  utmost  to  pro- 
duce and  conserve  food. 

It  Is  admitted  on  all  sides  that  a 
larger  supply  of  oereals  and  meat, 
eepeclally  pork,  is  urgently  needed. 
It  must  be  conceded  that  the  farmer 
throughout  Canada  is  loyally  endea- 
voring to  produce  more  foodstuffs,  but 
Is  met  everywhere  by  the  samedlfn- 
oulty,  via.,  shortasa  of  labor.  It  must 
further  be  conceded  that  no  one  man 
can  produce  more  than  a  certain 
amount  never  mind  what  hours  he 
works:  and  that  throughout  this  Pro- 
vince, at  all  eventa,  a  constant  and 
ever  Increasing  cry  has  gone  forth 
from  the  farmer,  asking  for  more 
help  and  that  peUtions  have  been 
forwarded  both  to  the  Provincial  and 
Dominion  Governmenta  to  help  in 
this  supply.  It  is  an  undisputed  fact 
that  there  are  thousands  of  <  -res  of 
valuable  wheat  lands  lying  idle  on 
the  prairies,  some  already  Improved, 
much  not  touched  but  easlfy  convert- 
ed into  valuable  wheat  farms;  and 
It  Is  a  fact  that  on  Vancouvor  Island 
with  Ms  mild  43llmate  several  litters  of 
hogs  can  be  produced  every  year,  but 
owing  to  the  shortaxe  of  labor  and 
difficulty  of  obtaining  foodstuffs  for 
feed  there  is  not  that  production, 
which,  ni|d«r  proper  circumstances, 
might  be  iSt 

Now.  sir.  with  these  well  known 
facta  starin*  us  in  the  face,  why 
cannot  the  Dominion  and  Provincial 
Governmenta  render  pracUcat  help, 
either  by  conscrlpUnc  all  alien  labor, 
whether  white  or  oriental,  aad  tak- 
ing up  thouaands  of  prairie  aeres  for 
the  production  of  wheat  and  utilis- 
ing all  suitable  available  hind  in 
British  Columbia  for  the  production 
of  bogs.  In  this  way  millions  of  extra 
bushels  of  i^eat  aad  thousands  of 
tons  of  pork  eoald  be  preeured  for 
fading  the  Alliea:  rmptoymeat  at

Klngham  aaid  he  fully  appreciated 
rhe  honor  that  had  been  conferred  on 
him,  and  he  wiahed  to  expreas  hi> 
whole-hearted  recognition  of  the  cap. 
able  manner  in  which  the  office  had 
beep  held  by  hia  predeceaaor,  Mr. 
Forman.  He  aaaerted  that  the  pro- 
greaa  of  the  Board  of  Trade  aa  an 
agent  for  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity lay  in  the  measure  to  which 
the  members  individually  co-operated. 
He  urged  the  adoption  of  a  pull-to- 
gether spirit,  declaring  that  thia  waa 
a  year  that  carried  with  It  tremen- 
doua  responalbilitlea,  which  would  re- 
quire the  utmost  from  every  member 
to  bear  successfully.

Hon.  John  Hart.  Mlnlater  of 
Mines,  spoke  In  reply  to  the  annual 
report— a  fifteen-page  document  sum- 
marizing Industrial  and  business  pro- 
greas  in  Victoria  and  Vancouver 
Island  during  the  paat  year.  The 
Minister,  who  gave  a  comprehensive 
outline  of  what  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment haa  done  -towards  tbe  de- 
velopment of  Brltlah  Columbia  along 
dUfarent  ebanaels,  was  well  received, 
and  hto  concluding  declaration  that 
the  Province  waa  prepared  to  do  Its 
full  doty  and  stand  ahoulder  to 
ahonlder  wflh  the  Alliee  till  victory 
triumphed  drew  forth  loud  applauae. 

"Railway  matters  have  naturally 
ooenplod  oonslderable  attention  at 
our  hands  duAng  recent  months.** 
saM  Mr.  Hart,  "and  we  have  gone  a 
great  distance  in  the  direction  of 
oleartng  up  the  disorder  Into  which 
theee  had  fallen.  Of  parttettlar  In- 
terest tto  ua  here  In  Vlotorla  to  the 
poaltkm  of  alBalra  as  regaida  the 
flaUare  of  the  Canadian  Northern 
PaeUlo  to  carry  eat  ita  pledges  given 
to  the  Government  and  people  of 
thto  Provlnoe  eight  years  ago. 
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which  to  an  essential  portion  of  the 
bargain,  no  stepe  have  been  taken 
towards  providing  terminal  faol^tles 
In  thto  city,  and  the  attitude  of  the 
company  in  regard  to  the  llnea  on  the 
Island  haa  been  moat  IndUferent. 

"In  connection  with'  the  railway 
aituation  I  might  refer  to  the  poei- 
tion  of  mattera  aa  regarda  the  ter- 
minal altea  on  the  old  Bongheea  re- 
aerve.  Work  haa  been  steadily  go- 
ing on  throughout  the  year  on  the 
levelling  of  the  reserve  and  the  filling 
In  of  the  waterfront  of  what  to  dea^ 
tined  to  be  the  industrial  and  com- 
mercial portion  of  the  area.  I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  by 
the  adoption  of  bualiieaa-like  methods 
by  the  Minister  of  Railways  thto  work 
to  now  being  done  at  a  cost  of  about 
one-half  what  it  was  costing  former- 
ly. The  Province  has  now  a  very 
Urge  aum  Inveated  in  thto  property 
and  looka  to  being  recouped  when 
the  expanaion  of  Induatry  leada  to 
the  ntiltoatlon  of  the  altea  being  pre- 
pared. 

AU  Depends  onCJSJ^  ' 

"Aside  from  86me  work  done  by 
the  Canadian  Pacific  on  that  part  of 
the  reaerve  which  it  purchased  from' 
the  Province,  nothing  has  yet  been 
done  towards  the  development  of  the 
terminal  area,  and  progress  in  that 
direction  depends  upon  the  atloceaa 
which  we  have  in  compelling  the 
Canadian  Northern  to  live  up  <o  Ita 
obligations. 

"The  quorticn  of  the  Johnson  Street 
bridge  la  one  which  must  be.aettled 
along  lines  which  will  make  for  gen- 
eral benefit.  While  the  Premier  to 
In  Ottawa  he  will  take  thto  and  the 
whole  question  of  the  Canadton 
Northern  terminals  and  extenaiona  on 
Vancouver  Island  up  with  the  Fed- 
eral Mintoters,  and  he  hopes  to  bring 
back  a  clear  statement  of  their  atti- 
tude for  the  Information  of  the 
people  of  Victoria  and  the  {Island. 

"nie  establtohment  of  an  iron  and 
steel  induatry  and  of  ateel  ehipbulld- 
Ing  on  thia  coast,  to  which  reference 
to  made  in  your  annual  report,  haa 
long  been  a  dream  of  Vlctoriana,  and 
aa  far  back  aa  I  can  remember  :hto 
Board  of  Trade  has  been  active  in 
forwarding  such  proposals. 

Steel  Dream  Xear  Realisation 

"Aa  we  aH  know,  some  very  val- 
uable reporta  have  been  prepared  for 
the  Board  and  it  waa  long  since  dem- 
onstrated that  the  establishment  of 
these  industries  was  quite  feasible. 
Our  desires  now  seem  to  be  about  on 
the  point  of  realization,  and  in  view 
of  thto  and  of  the  assistance  which 
the  Dominion  Gpvemment  to  extend- 
ing the  Provincial  Government 
thought  it  well  to  ask  the  LegtoUture 
to  provide  for  bounties  to  be  paid 
on  pig-iron  made  in  the  Province. 
The  legislaUon  enacted  gives  the 
Government  authority  to  pay  a 
bounty  of  three  dollars  a  ton  on  pig- 
iron  produced  from  ore  mined  In 
British  Columbia  and  half  that  sum 
on  pig-iron  produced  from  ore  mined 
outside  the  Province. 

Dtocuaaing  Shiplmllding  In  East 

"Mention  is  made  in  your  report 
of  shipbuilding.  The  conatruction  of 
wooden  ships  wh^ph  haa  been  going 
on  4or  the  laat  eighteen  montha  haa 
brought  a  large  pay  roll  to  Victoria 
and  haa  indirectly  asaiated  thto  city 
by  the  activity  which  was  crea^d  in 
the  Island  forests  and  the  use  which 
^aa  opened  up  for  our  lumber.  The 
Premier  Intends  to  discuss  some  mat- 
ters in  this  connection  with  the  Otta- 
wa authorltiee,  and  in  all  probability 
will  have  some  Hinnouocement  of  Im- 
portance to  make  on  hto  return. 

"Two^of  the  biggest  and  most 
pressing  of  the  problems  confronting 
the  (Government  arW  those  of  land 
settlement  and  the  future  of  the  re- 
turned soldiers  who  come  to  thto 
Province. 

iMAa  Policy  Critictam 

"The  Government  of  Brittoh  Col- 
umbto  has  secured  powir  from  the 
Legistoture  to  set  aside  areas  of 
Crown  lands  for  the  uae  and  benefit 
of  returned  aoldlers,  and  to  parchase 
lands  up  to  a  value  of  half  a  million 
dollars.  We  are  empowered  to  olter 
to  convey  lands  to  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  free  of  cost  and  subject  only 
to  reasonable  conditions  of  occupa- 
tin  and  improvement  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  the  aoldlers'  Settlement 
Board,  appointed  by  the  central  Gov- 
ernment, tp  settle  British  Columbia 
soldiers  hr thto  Province.

Touching  the  fiaheriea  of  Brittoh 
Columbia,   the   Mlntoter  aaid: 

"Our  fisheriee  brought  ua  into  the 
lead  of  the  whole  Dominion  more 
atrikingly  than  ever  laat  year.  .The 
total  catch  waa  half  as  large  again 
BS  that  of  Nova  Scotia  and  In  exceaa 
of  all  the  other  Provmces  together.

A.  R.  Wolfenden,  to  the  effect  that 
health  regulations  In  respect  to 
toundries  worked  against  the  white 
property  owners  rather  than  the 
Chinese. 

Aldermen  Dinsdale     and     Sangster 
favored    referring    the      matter    to    a 
committee     for     Investigation.       Thto 
course  was  eventually  decided  on. 
I>eCends  Board 

Aid.  Peden  stated  that  any  aotlon 
taken  by  the  board  waa  aa  a  result 
of  Sanitary  Inspector  Lancaster's  re- 
ports, and  he  waa  confident  that  thto 
oOctol  waa  doing  hto  duty  and  was 
showing  every  consideration  to  the 
offending  parties.  "We  are  doing  all 
that  to  humanly  possible  to  prevent 
prosecution  unless  abeolutely  n^es- 
sary,"  said  Aid.  Peden.  "We  have 
sympathy  with  the  laundry  people, 
but  we  also  have  sympathy  for  their 
patrons,  and  the  patrons  must  be 
served  ^Irst.  AU  we  ask  to  that  the 
laundry  premises  are  kept  clean  and 
sanitary." 

"Mr.  Wolfenden  represents  U  re- 
putable firm  and  he  would  not  eom- 
plaln  unless  he  had  good  grounds." 
aaid  Aid.  Port^,  who  supported  the 
suggestion  to  refer  the  matter  to  -the 
health  committee.  He  added  that  he 
did  not  hold  the  same  opinion  as  Aid. 
Peden  as  to  the  way  |n  which  pro- 
secutions were  made.

"I  notice,"  he  said,  "that  In  aeUotw 
under  the  antl-gambllng  and  sanitary 
laws  the  Chlneee  are  always  the  ones 
that  suffer.  Tou  never  see  white 
psople  convicted  on  <!harges  of  thto 
kind.  I  notice  that  a  Chinaman  was 
summoned  a  few  days  ago  for  having 
deeomposad  Tsgetables  In  hto  store. 
Tet  It  to  wall  known  that  other  mer- 
chants who  have  tons  of  the  stuff 
and  dumped  It  Into  the  bay  escaped 
prosecution  of  any  kind." 

Aid.  Bargent  claimed  that  sanitary 
by-Uwa  lacked  constoteney.  He  knew 
of  a  party  that  put  in  a  eement  floor 
In  the  Uundry  building  which  It 
owned,  to  oonform  with  one  by-law 
and  shortly  afterwards  a  later  by-law 
declared  tha  walto  too  low,  thus  no- 
tesallstlnr  tbo  tearing  up  of  the  floor. 

Aid.  Pedea  asserted  that  no  prefer- 
Mifls  was  shown  In  praseeating 
Chinese,  and  he  oald  that  many  pro- 
fnlnaat  eltlnas  had  reesatty  beoa  la

«Ma  waa  J^wi*. 
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ao  many  mattera  have  come  to  our 
attenUon  lately  and  they  are  so  an- 
noying that  we  feel  It  to  time  to  voice 
our  objectlona. 

**rhe  by-tews  regarding  Chinese 
wash-houses  and  eleetrio  wiring  are 
being  carried  out  too  vigorously  alto- 
gether, -^o  one  would  objeiot  to  these 
enforced  expenditures  during  normal 
timee.  but  your  offlctoto^seem  to  over- 
look the  fact  that  these  *re  war 
times. 

"Landlords  are  having  tl»e  hardeat 
times  they  have  ever  had.  and  wa 
think  that  all  work  that  to  not  abso- 
lutely necesaary  might  be  held  over 
until  conditlona  improve. 

•'However,  our  main  object  In  writ- 
ing to  you  to  to  point  out  that  nearly 
all  the  Chlneee  wash-houses  are 
owned  by  white  people,  and  they  have 
just  as  much  .right  to  receive  a  re- 
venue from  them  as  the  white  laun- 
dry, owners.  In  other  words,  all  these 
esMBtlons  hurt  the  white  people  In- 
stead of  the  Chinamen,  and  It  to  the 
latter,  we  preat|pae.  that  It  to  Intended 
to  put  out  of  business. 

"Reoently  the  tenant  of  tST  Qtseor- 
ery  Street  was  notified  to  do  many 
thinga  to  hia  waah-houae.  He  Inune- 
dtotely  paaaed  on  the  meeaage  to  the 
tondlord,  and  the  tetter  to  forced  to 
do  the  work  or  have  the  premises 
vacant.  In  thto  p^rtieuter  case  the 
absentee  owners  had  tbe  property 
forced  on  them  against  their  will,  and 
when  they  took  it  over  there  wa« 
something  over  $1,00«  doe  for  taxes, 
and  from  January  1  to  Qeoember  SI, 
1»17.  they  paid  the  dty  |l,S7«.IS  by 
monthly  Installmenti,  which  waa  the 
beet  they  could  do.  Since  then  they 
have  spent  tlSS  In  trying  to  sa«tof|r 
Mr.  Lancaster's  demands,  and  now 
we  hear  that  the  tenant  has  ■  been 
suipmoned  for  not  having  a  sufllolent 
quantity  of  cement  in  one  of  the 
walla.     It  la  too  abaurd  for  words. 

"Equally  annoying  thlnge  have  hap- 
pened over  the  eleetrio  wiring  In  a 
number  of  ptecea  under. oor  control, 
and  It  has  now  reached  that  etage 
where  it  has  become  unbearable."

nlngton's  proposaL 

•'Rather  a-  Faroe^ 

Aid.  Walker  thought  It  waa  "rather 
a  farce"  to  send  In  any  namea  If  tha 
Council  had  no  authority  to  make  tha 
appolntmenU  and  the  nomlnatlona 
might  be  cast  aalde  by  the  Supreme 
Court  Judge  entrusted  with  the  aslec- 
tlon.

MUST  PROTECT 
SALMON  PACKS 


Board  of  Trade  Sets  Forth 
Value  of  Fisheries  and  Need 
for  Far-Sighted   Conserva- 


tlon  Measures. 


A  plea  for  farslghted  conservation 
of  British  Columbia's  flsheipr  re- 
sources Is  contained  in  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Trade,  issued 
yesterday. 

After  speaking  of  the  failure  of  the 
pack  last  year  to  compare  favorably 
with  what  waa  expected,  the  report 
says: 

"Now  that  the  runs  of  salmon  have 
been  Impaired  to  an  extent  that  im- 
mediately threatened  the  successful 
continuance  of  the  Industry  both  as 
regards  Puget  Sound  and  the  Fraser 
River,  the  American  cannerymen  are 
evincing  much  concern. 

"An  international  Joint  commission 
la  meeting  to  consider  what  steps  can 
be  taken  to  restore  and  preserve  the 
fishing.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  such 
evidence  will  be  given  as  to  demon- 
strate the  futility  of  Canada  being  ex- 
pected to  continue  its  previous  policy 
of  restricting  its  fishing  operations 
wit)i  a  view  to  the  perpetuation  of  the 
fishing,  if  aa  a  result  the  benefits  de- 
rived are  to  be  chiefly  reaped  by  the 
Puget  Sound  men,  owlnv  to  the  inten- 
sive fishing  allowed  thet-e  by  the  un- 
limited number  of  traps  and  seine 
nets. 

"The  opinion  of  the  scientists  is  to 
the  effect  that  the  sockeye  fishing  can 
only  be  perpetuated  on  a  commerdlal 
scale  by^  the  total  cessation  of  such 
fishing  for  a  term  of  years  in  order  to 
allow  sufficient  salmon  to  reach  .the 
spawning  grounds  to  adequately  seed 
them.  Bo  far  the  Puget  Sound  can- 
ners  and  fishermen  have  expressed 
themselves  aa  being  opposed  to  this, 
whereas  many  Fraser  canners  have 
recorded  their  agreement  wlthit,  sub- 
ject to  the  closing  being  appUed  to 
both  sides  of  the  line  and  the^nact- 
ment  of  suitable  restriction  of  qpper- 
ations  on  Puget  Sound,  to  take  effect 
when  sockeye  fishing  is  resumed. 
Gain  Atnst  Be  Ijasting 

"The  preservation  of  this  great  in- 
dustry tributary  to  the  Praaer  River 
being  of  such  international  Import- 
ance, It  la  to  be  expected  that  the 
commission  viil  look  beyond  the  In- 
terests of  those  who  for  the  sake  of 
some  slight  temporary  gain  would 
gravely  Imperil  Its  continuance. 

"The  total  Fraser  pack  of  all  kinds 
of  salmon  was  377,988  caJes.  com- 
pared with  782,429  caaee  In  1918,  and 
for  the  whole  of  British  Columbia  it 
was  1,667,48S  cases,  which  constitutes 
a  record,  owing  to  the  large  quantity 
of  Fall  fish  packed  to  provide  for 
needs  occasioned  by  the  war. 

"There  waa  a  great  development  of 
the  salmon  canning  In  Vancouver 
Island  district,  no  less  than  377,884 
cases  being  packed  there.  Esquimau 
cannery  secured  the  large  total  of  62,- 
ICl  cases. 

"There  was  also  a  marked  Increase 
in  the  quantity  of  herring  caught  in 
the  same  district,  the  total  amountinc 
to  20.000  tons.  Our  Island  district 
further  contributed  400  tons  af  hali- 
but, 1,800  tons  of  cod,  204  fur  seals, 
7,200  barrels  of  clama,  and  800  tons 
of  sundry  flah.  " 

WILL  LEAVE  OAK  BAY 

AVENUE  AS  ITIS 

The  City  Council  yesterday  downed 
the  proposal  Of  Aid.  Walker  to  lay  a 
ooatlng  of  oil  on  Oak  Bay  Aventte, 
despite  tber  alderman's  claim  that  the 
condition  of  the  street  waa  a  "atand- 
ing  Joke.'* 

Engineer  C.  H.  Rust  reported  that 
it  would  require  a  large  amount  of 
oil  to  help  naatters  any. 

Aid.  Walker  put  np  a  vigorous  caaa 
for  Oak  Bay  Avenue,  said  it  was  now 
a  sort  of  no  man's  land,  and  could 
be  repaired  at  a  cost  of  one-tenth  the 
englnaor'a  estimate  if  it  was  dona 
right. 

"Tha  present  policy  ihay  be  en- 
gineering, but  it's  not  common  sense," 
he  declared.  "Aa  I  Uve  on  Oak  Bay 
Avenue,  I  have  been  silent  up  till 
now,  but  conditions  have  become  un- 
bearable. It  has  reached  a  point 
where  patience  o eases  to  be  a  virtue."

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IMEil  TRADE 
HAD  GOOD  YEAR 


Plenty  of  Demand  and  Good 
Prices,  Though  Car  and  La- 
bor Shortage  Were  Detri- 
ment. • 


A  resume  of  the  conditions  of  the 
timber  trade  on  Vancouver  laland 
durinir  the  past  year  is  contained  In 
the  annual  report,  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  which  was  Issued  yeatarday. 

There  was  a  good  demand  for  all 
gradee  of  lumber  and  prices  realised 
by  the  mills  were  satisfactory,  says 
the  report,  which  continues  aa  fol- 
lows: 

"It  appears  that,  while  the  denuind 
for  the  gradea  and  alaes  of  timber 
used  In  the  construction  of  general 
buildings,  such  •  as  residences,  bams, 
etc.,  was, not  as  active  aa  during  the 
previous  year,  yet  specii^  orders  for. 
timbers  required  for  shipbuilding,  for 
the  erection  of  Industrial  plants  and 
for  railroad  work,  were  freely  offered. 
Prices  paid  for  logs  and  for  such 
structural  timbers  aa  the  milla  could 
produce  were  the  highest  on  record 
In  British  Columbia.  The  mlU-owi^ers 
would  have  enjoyed  a  greater  meaa- 
ure of  success  if  there  had  been  a 
better  demand  for  the  yard  stock 
produced  while  cutting  special  or- 
ders. 

Shortage  of  Cars 

"The  Industry  also  was  hampered 
more  or  less  during  the  pajft  year  by 
not  having  sufficient  cars  to  handle 
orders.  The  railway  companies  have 
not  made  any  promises  to  supply 
more  cars  at  an  early  date.  In  fact, 
nil  Indications  point  to  a  continliaijace 
of  the  car  shortage  throughout  the 
year,  as  the  railway  companies  claim 
that  they  will  not  be  able  to  do  mora 
than  keep  In  repair  the  cars  which 
they  have  at  present  in  the  service. 

"The  scarcity  of  ships  for  taking 
care  of  overseas  business  has  stood 
In  the  way  of  our  mills  engaging  ex- 
tensively in  cargo  business,  and  will. 
In  all  probability,  continue  to  retard 
the  full  development  of  the  lumljer 
Industry  for  the  period  of  the  war, 
and  possibly  for  a  long  time  there- 
after; which  again  suggests  the  ur- 
gent necessity  for  doing  everything 
possible  to  foeter  the  building  of 
ships  in  British  Columbia  and  secur- 
ing their  services  as  tar  as  possible 
for  carrying  our  lumber  products  to 
the  overseas  markets. 

IJabor  Situation  fierlons 

"*D\9  labor  situation  continues  very 
serious  for  the  lumberman.  The  best 
loggers  have  enlisted  and  are  fighting 
in  the  ranks  overseas,  and  it  is  ne- 
cessary to  find  ^Isewhere  men  who 
can  do  this  work.  Since  the  United 
Stated  entered  the  war,  it  has  be- 
come more  difficult  to  get  this  class 
of  labor  from  that  country,  conse- 
quently labor  conditions  have  become 
even  more  acute,  nnd  at  the  preeent 
time  It  Is  said  to  be  barely  possible 
for  many  of  our  mills  to  keep  a  suffi- 
cient supply  of  logs  for  continuous 
operation. 

"During  the  htmt  few  months  de- 
termined efforts  have  been  made  to 
Increase  production  of  spruce  lumber, 
.required  in  the  construction  of  aero- 
planes. The  west  coast  of  Vancouver 
Island  offers  one  of  the  most  promis- 
ing sources  of  supply  for  spruce  tim- 
ber to  be  found  In  British  Columbia. 
That  timber  area  Is  tributary  to  Vic- 
toria, and  the  citlxens  should  use 
every  effort  to  encourage  local  log- 
ging operations.  Suitable  tug-boats 
for  bringing  the  logs  from  that  dis- 
trict to  the  mills  at  Victoria  are  ne- 
nessary.  it  is  believed  that  with  one 
or  two  ocean-going  tugs,  with  suffi- 
cient power  to  handle  logs  put  up  in 
cribs,  that  loggers  would  go  to  the 
west  cooit  of  the  Island  to  get  spruce 
timber."

ESTIBUTES  U)SSES 

AMSTERDAM.  April  2«. — Qer- 
many'a  losses  thus  far  in  the  war 
have  been  2,000,000  men  aeoordins 
to  a  statement  credited  by  The  Pfank- 
furter  Zeltuns  as  having  boon  made 
by  General  Schulxe  before  theifeCaln 
Committee  of  the  German  RelchatM. 

Sick  and  wounded  men  to  the  num- 
ber of  740,000  have  been  able  to  re- 
turn to  the  front,  according  to  Gen- 
eral Schulxe,  while  629,000  had  been 
diacharged  as  unfit  for  service,  in- 
cluding 70,000  cripples.  Up  to  date, 
the  General  added,  Germany  had  to 
reckon  with  about  18.000  cripples. 

SUBMARINES  WORK 

ON  TRiPOU  COAST 

WA8HINOTON,  April  24.— Oerman 
Bubmarinee  have  been  landing:  guns, 
food  and  munitions  on  tho  coaat  of 
Tripoli,  according  to  an  offiqial  dla- 
patch  today  from  France.   . 

The  diapatoh  quotes  Oen*ral  NIv- 
elle,  now  commanding  the  North  Af- 
rican troop*,  as  sayinc  that  the  sltna- 
tlon  in  the  section  open  to  Oermaa- 
Turkish  attack  on  the  TrlpoUtan 
coest  Is  well  consolidated  against  at- 
taokina  native  tribes  who  have  been 
co-operating  With  the  Oernntans  and 
Turks.

NAVY  LEAGUE'S  AIMS 
^-ARE  EDUCAINAI

Mr.  F.  A.  'Mc/Dlarm1d  Tells  Big 
Audience  in  Alexandra  Club 
of  Work  to  Be  Done  in 
Canada. 


Mr.  P.  A.  McDiarnad  oh  Friday 
nlsht  addressed  a  biv  audlenoe  In  the 
Alexandra  Club  ballroom  on  the  ob- 
)ecU  of   the   Navy   Leavue. 

Capt  Martin,  R.N.,  occupied  the 
chair.  He  said  the  Na,vy  iMgrue  waa 
orgalnzed  for  two  objects,  first,  to 
keep  the  navy  "up  to  the  mark,"  and. 
secondly,  to  keep  the  government  "^p 
to  the  mark."  The  war  had  ■heem 
how  well  the  Bn«liah  society  had 
done  Its  work,  and  he  hoped  that 
the  Navy  Lieactto  wotld  qulekly 
'spread  throush  Canada. 

Mr.  McDiarmld  said  the  objeots  of 
the  Leacue  were  to  duplicate  the 
work  which  had  been  done  In  Bnc- 
land  and  to  look  aiter  the  latereetf 
of  the  mereaatlle  marine. 

"The  aim  of  the  tUVy  Irea«iie  I* 
education,"  ha^^aald.  "We  will  sow 
this  country  knee  deep  with  pam- 
phlets if  necessary;  we  will  keep  up 
the  work  until  the  people  know  the 
need  and  then  the  polltlelaaa  will 
make  the  marine  of  Canada  one  of 
the  primary  Interests  of  the  govern- 
ment 

"Tou  only  have  to  look  to  Great 
Britain  to  «ee  what  education  will 
do,"  he  sdfd.  "The  Navy  Iisague 
had  been  training  peopls  to  feel  that 
tho  life  of  the  nation  depended  en 
the  waters/  that  sea-power  was  an 
abaolute  necessity  to  the  life  of  the 
nation,  and  as  a  result  no  nran  could 
be  elected  to  Parliament  unless  he 
Bubscrtbed  to  that  doctrine.  Our 
overseas  trade  is  entirely  dependent 
Oh  sea- power,  strength  on  the  sea  de- 
pend* on  national  eSoK  being  con* 
stantly  directed  towards  Its  main- 
tenance, and  there  will  be  no  such 
effort  In  Canada  without  education." 

He  outlined  the  work  In  hand  In 
Victoria,  arranging  from  educational 
propaganda  to  actual  provision  of 
seamen,  this  latter  taking  the  form  of 
a  training  school  for  boys,  which  was 
having  g}^at,  succees  aad  whioh  it  was 
hoped  the'  Dominion  Oovomaent 
would  recognise  by  the  provision  of  a 
training  ship. 

*^This  I  will  put  up  to  you  as  a  fun* 
damental  truth."  he  said,  "neither  vic- 
tory and  gain  of  land  dn  shore,  her 
defeat  and  loss  of  territory  te  the  foe 
can  win  or  lose  this  wsr.  So  long  as 
we  hold  the  sea  we  must  win  this 
struggle,  for  sea- power  and  empire 
are  synonymous  terms."

HOARDING  OF  SUGAR 
IS  NOW  PROHIBITED 

OTTAWA,  April  2«.— The  Canada 
Food  Board  today  Issued  an  order 
strictly  limiting  holdings  of  sugar  by 
persons  other  than  cane  sugar  manu- 
facturers, providing  for  solrure  and 
forfeltuu  of  sugar  held  In  excesa  of 
the  quaintiUea  pre«crll>ed  under  the 
order  and  making  a  violation  of  the 
order  an  ofTence  subject  to, penalties 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  f  100  and 
may  run  aa  high  aa  $1,000.  or  to  Im- 
prisonment for  a  period  up  to  three 
months,  or  both  flne  and  Imprison- 
ment. 

The  order  states  that  no  person 
other  than  a  manufacturer  of  cane 
sugar  shall  have  In  his  possession  or 
under  his  control  «t  any  one  time 
more  cane  sugar  than  Is  sufficient  for 
his  ordinary  requirements  for  fifteen 
days,  except  persona  living  at  a 
greater  distance  than  two  mllea  from 
a  dealer  llcenaedby  the  Canada  Food 
Board,  manufacturers  licensed  by  the 
Canada  Food  Board  and  using  cane 
sugar  In  the  manufacture  of  their 
proddcta,  and  llcanaed  wlioleaale  and 
retail  dealers.

desUales  of  tmr  millions  of  people  In 
the  path  of  rectitude  and  honor,  and 
by  his  wonderful  personality  oalllng 
out  the  best  In  manhood  aad  woman- 

'^mon  "to  help  In  the  present  sirugg«# 
for  a  world-wide  and  universal  peaoe. 
"In  the  annals  of  female  royalty, 
whether  British  or  Buropean,  no  name 
is  more  distinguished  than  that  of 
Mxabeth,  the  eeoond  reigning  Queen 
of  England,  Ireland  and  Wales.  Her 
romantle  birth,  the  vlolsaltudee  of  her 
childhood,  and  the  precocity  of  her 
intelleet  during  her  early  years.* 
marked  her  ever  In  those  less  ooltl- 
vatei  times  as  a  singular  and  wonder* 
fni  ehlld.  Later,  on  during  her  girl- 
hood, the  self-restraint  and  command 
she  obtained  over  a  naturally  spirited 
temperament  when  coming  In  contact 
with  the  wlU  of  her  father.  Henry 
vm.,  one  of  the  most  despotle  mon- 
archs  that  ever  reigned,  commands 
our  admiration  and  respect.  Wliile 
her  sister  Mary  the  Fitst  oeoupled  the 
throne,  the  fortitude  and  loftiness  of 
shlrit  she  exhibted  under  continual 
j»ersecutlOtt— when  she  lived  a  life  of 
suspicion  and  dread,  and  the  last  few 
years  of  Mary's  reign  in  aotual  fear 
of  death.  aiH^ear  to  us  now  to  hare 
been  the  cause  of  the  caution  and  self- 
command  she  was  called  upon  to 
exercise  at  this  period  In  order  to 
avoid  destruetlon  aad  In  a  great  mea- 
sure laid  the  foundation  of  her  after 
greatness. 

"There  Is  no  doubt  thst  ^  exigen- 
cies of  BaiaabethV  girlhood  and  the 
trials  sbe  experlanoed  helpod  to.«rMt» 
in  the  British  people  a  peoullar  inter- 
est In  her  fate,  and  that  at  the  death 
Of  Mary  she  was  abelalm«d  sorerelgn 
of  England  by  a  wave  of  popular  en- 
thuslaam  wUeh  never  ttefore  had  been 
the  happy  portion  of  any  monarch 
preceding  her. 

'Elisabeth's  cluuraeter  was  In  every 
way  complex.  She  was  on  her  father's 

««ide  dasoended  from  the  proudeet 
families  of  Burope  and  on  her  mother's 
from  the  princely  and  Aoble  houees  of 
Norfolk  and  Ormonde.  She  therefore 
entertained  a  very  exalted  Idea  of  her 
queenly  prerogative,  which  to  the  end 
of  her  life  was  never  abated  In  the 
sltghtMk  degred. 

'*To  Mie  etttdent  of  her  llf*  she  per- 
sistently pr^pents  a  dual  personality. 
Witness  the  side  of  her  character 
which  prompted  her  to  make  love  to 
all  the  handsome  young  squlree  who 
attended  Jmt  cburt.  or  the  want  of 
delicacy  she  exhibited  In  tickling 
Leicester  at  the  Investiture  of  the 
Oarter.  or  the  childish  vanity  of  dis- 
playing her  accompllahments.  She 
was  witty,  and  loved  wit  and  happy 
repartee  as  well  as  she  enjoyed  a  com- 
pliment to  lier  personal  beauty,  and 
she  exacted  oontpHments  from  her 
courtiers  long  after  her  charm  had 
fled,  aad  her  vanity  remained  a  pre- 
dombuuBt  trait  even  when  she  was 
faded  aad  worn,  no  adulatloa  even 
then  see^nlng  too  fulsome  or  exagger- 
ated. To  estel  her  loveliness  aad 
w^te  soanete  to  her  eyee  and  lips  was 
a  sure  and  roy^  road  to  her  personal 
favior.  But  h«re  sea  the  other  side  H

"Bhe  was  an  aecompllabed  woman, 
one  of  the  most  accomplished  of  her 
time,  even  if  she  did  speak  lYsaoh 
with  an  Btegllsh  accent.  We  are  told 
that  she  spoke  Italian  aad  Wench 
fluentlr.  could  deliver  an  addrees  In 
Latin  and  cotistrued  Greek  with  her 
instructors.  Her  musical  abilities 
were  of  no  mean  order.  To  her 
grandigtother,  Bllsabeth  of  Tork,  wife 
of  aintr  VIL.  belongs  the  credit  of 
introducing  tbe  first  forerunner  of  the 
plapo  Into  her  court 

'Her .  •statesmanship  was  perhapa 
the  outcome  aad  the  necessity  of  tbe 
times.  She  early  learned  the  lesson 
9f  setf-repreeslon,  often  felgnlag  plea- 
sure at  eemmaodi  tncsome  to  her  and 
acatilescing  In  arrangements  whiob  to 
her  high  epirit  must  have  been  gall 
and  wormwood.  Bhe  often  made  deli- 
cate health  the  excuse  for  net  Joining 
in  court  gaieties— gaieties  in  which  for 
her  there  was  ever  a  lurtdng  danger 
ol  death. 

"When  she  mounted  the  throne  all 
the  cloak  of  humility  and  maidenly  re- 
serve was  thrown  oft  Oreen,  the  his- 
torian, says  of  her  moral  character 
that  'Pf  womanly  restraint  she  knew 
nothing  after  ahe  became  queen.'  no 
instlnot  of  self-restraint,  delicacy  or 
femlalae  reeerve  veiled  the  voluptuous 
temper  which  broke  out  in  her  girl- 
hood, occasioning  the  scandal  referred 
to.  Bhe  was  clever,  a  masterpiece  of 
the  art  of  dissimulation. 
Statesmaiiahlp 

"She  was  i^ways  at  her  best  when 
scheming  to  outwit  foreign  stateemen 
an4  even  then  not  scrupling  to  employ 
arti  which  4ed  the  more  staid  men 
among  them  to  consider  her  frivolous, 
wanton,  and  even  profligate. 

"Of  Xl^abeth's  tMatment  of  Mary 
Queen  of  Boots  nearly  every  historian 
has  an  Idea  of  his  own.  There  la  no 
doubt  that  laiiabeth  was  Jetloua  of 
Mary's  refinement,  her  gaiety  and  ele- 
gance^ her  Inate  taste  in  drees,  and 
ahove  all,  her  inherited  loveliness  of 
person  and  axaulslte  oharm  of  mea- 
ner. As  it  is  perfectly  natural  to 
understand.  Catholics  take  the  part  of 
Mary,  unless  we  except  Mlsa  Agnes 
Btrlekland.  who  belonged  to  one  of  the 
oldeet  and .  strioteet  CathoUo  famlllea 
dating  from  the  Oonqueet  Bhe  is 
most  generous  to  Haisabeth,  but  doubts 
the  genuineness  of  the  casket  papers 
upon  which  tbe  Boottish  ministers 
found  Mary  guilty  of  the  murder  of 
her  husband  and  but  for  Xlliabeth 
would  have  imprisoned  her. 
Horror  at  Xnrdor 

"XlUabeth's  horror  at  the  murder 
in  the  Kirk  o'Pleld  was  to9  genuine 
to  admit  dlsput<v  and  forced  her  to 
Write  to  Mary  one  of  the  moat 
straightforward  letters  she  ever 
penned,  in  which  she  ended  with  these 
remarkable  words:  1  should  wish  you 
an  honorable  sepulture  inetead  of  a 
stained  life.'  In  the  words  of  Ran- 
dolph, she  had  brought  her  honor  in 
question,  her  estate  in  hasard,  and 
torn  her  country  to  pieces.  BSisalMth 
abhorred  the  Idea  of  proving  Mary 
guilty  by  a  court  of  Bootch  barons 
and  made  her  Instruotloas  final  on 
that  point,  but  she  would  not  allow 
the  same  court  to  hold  her  innocent 
and  reinstate  her  as  queen  In  Beotland. 
The  first  count  would  be  a  bad  i^rece- 
deot  against  a  crowned  queen  and  a 
princess  of  the  blood  roy^  of  the 
realms;  and  her  reaabos  against  the 
second  were  that  she  was  afraid  if

CROSSES  OCEAN  WnH 
OmED  PROPELLER 


Big  Norwegian  Liner  Crashes 
Into  Floating  Debris  Off  Ja- 
panese Coast — Heads  for 
Esquimalt  for  Repairs. 


Aiur  trudginy  all  the  way  across 
the  Paclflc  with  ona  of  her  propoller 
blades  missing,  the  sUaroshIp  Niel- 
sen, flying  the  Norwegian  ensign, 
limped  Into  Esaulmalt  Harbor  yester- 
day  morning  to  have  repairs  affect- 
ed at  Yarrows,  Ltd.,  before  proceed- 
ing on  her  joomey  to  New  York  via 
taie  Panama  Canal. 

The  Btplt-Nlelaen  liner,  under  Capt. 
Danlelsen,  left  Shanghai.  China, 
bound  for  the  American  metropolis  in 
the  early  part  of  the  month  and  all 
went  well  until  several  hundred  miles 
off  the  Japanese  coast,  when  on  one 
particularly  dark  night  as  the  steam- 
er  was  plowing  Its  way  towards  this 
coast  at  full  speed,  she  crashed  into 
some  floaUng  debria.  Tha  hull  Itaalf 
sustained  no  damage,  but  the  revol- 
ving propeller,  coming  in  contact 
with  the  heavy  maas,  had  one  of  its 
big  bUdes  ripped  off.  The  StygUn 
darkness  prevented  the  nature  of  tha 
debris  being  determined,  but  the  of- 
ficer of  the  watch  expressed  the  opin- 
ion that  the  ntass  was  a  floating 
wreck. 

Go«.s  Id  Yarrows 

On  the  approach  of  the  vessel  to 
this  coast,  radio  telegrams  conveyed 
intelligence  of  the  ship's  condition, 
and,  In  consequence,  when  she  reach- 
ed BsqulmaJt  yesterday  morning  all 
was  in  readiness  at  Yarrows  to  start 
Immediate  repair  work.  Large  wood- 
en coffer-dams,  which  fit  around  the 
vessel's  stern,  were  brought  Into  re- 
qolsltlon,  and  whan  the  water  was 
pumped  out  the  well  formed  permlt- 
ted  the  workmen  to  get  at  the  pro- 
peller. 

The  work  of  bolting  on  the  new 
propeller  blade  was  far  advanced  last 
evening  and  It  Is  expected  that  the 
Hanna  Nielsen  will  clear  port  this 
morning  and  continue  on  her  voyage 
to  the  Panama  Canal  and  thence  to 
New  York. 

The  Hanna  Nielsen,  although  a 
comparatively  new  steamship,  la  by  no 
m^ns  a  stranger  to  these  waters. 
She  Is  a  product  of  the  Seattle  ship- 
building Arm  of  Skinner  &  Bddy  and 
was  the  second  8,800-ton  vessel  built 
by  them  for  B.  Stolt-Nlelsen.  of  Nor- 
,  way. 


REVIEW  OF  TRADE 


NEW  YORK,  April  26.— Most  re- 
ports received  by  Dun's '  Review  from 
branch  offices  of  R.  a.  Duh  A  Co. 
in  the  leading  trade  centres  of  the 
Dominion  of  Can%da,  indicate  that 
Spring  trade  Is  making  steady  pro- 
gress with  the  advanced  season  and 
that  the  general  business  situation, 
taking  everything  into  consideration. 
Is  quite  encouraging. 

While  th*re  is  noticeable  growing 
oonservatism  at  some  points  in  the 
matter  of  making  distant  commit- 
ments, and  buying  Is  frequently  con- 
fined to  requirements  actually  In 
sight,  as  a  result  of  the  abnormally 
high  prices  of.  many  kinds  of  mer- 
chandise, orders  are  numerous  an^ 
bulk  quite  large  In  the  aggregate. 

The  railway  situation  continues  to 
improve,  and  there  Is  less  anxiety  In 
regard  to  deliveries,  but  many  com- 
modities are  In  extremely  short  sup- 
ply, and  thcae  probably'  are  the  most 
prominent  factors  in  commercial 
lines. 

Collections  are  as  a  rule  favorable. 

Montreal  reports  less  activity  in 
retail  trade,  but  quite  an  active  move- 
ment in  wholesale  lines,  especially 
drygoods.  although  advancing  prices 
act  as  a  restraint  in  operations. 

At  Quebec  the  trading  in  most  lines 
has  been  rather  quiet,  but  Indica- 
tions of  Increasing  activity  are  ap- 
pearing, and  the  general  feeling  In 
mercantile  circles  Is  quite  optimistic. 
Increasing  conservatism,  due  to  high 
prices  of  many  kinds  of  merehan- 
dise,  is  tho  outstanding  feature  at 
Toronto,  but  retnil  distribution  Is 
maintained  !n  considerable  volume, 
and  wholesalers  report  that  figures 
for  seasonable  commodities  are  mak- 
ing a  favorablft  comparison  with 
those  of  this  time  last  year. 

Business  in  drygoodft.  hardware.  Im- 
plements, provisions  and  other  staples 
at  Winnipeg  Is  fully  aa  good  as  u 
year  ago.  some  departments  showing 
a  substantial  Increase,  and  prospects 
are  regarded  as  pointing  to  a  contin- 
uance of  these  favorable  conditions. 

Sales  in  most  leading  lines  at  Cal- 
gary ara  exceeding  the  average  for 
this  period,  and  at  Saskatoon,  Reglna 
and  Moose  .Taw  distribution  of  Spring 
lines  has  shown  noticeable  improve- 
ment during  the  past  week,  there 
being  an  especially  S>rlsk  enquiry  for 
footwear,  drygoods,  farm  machinery, 
paints  and  hardware,  with  dealers 
complaining  of  the  difficulty  they  ex- 
perience In  meeting  the  demand  be- 
cause of  slow  arrK-al  of  supplies  from 
the    SUistern   producing  centres. 

Qross  earnings  of  all  Canadian 
railways  tor  the  first  two  weeks  In 
April  show  an  Increase  of  7.4  par 
cant,  as  compared  with  tha  oorrea- 
pondlng  period  a  year  ago.

SETS  OUT  ViCIORIA'S 
INDUSTRIAL  PROGRESS 


Shipbuilding  Assisted  in  Build- 
ing Up  Prosperity— Trade 
Returns  LJp-to-Oate  —  All 
Lines  Stimulated. 


Bright  prospects  for  Victoria's  indus- 
trial development  are  held  out  In  tha 
annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  la- 
sued  yesterday,  which,  among  other 
thlnga,  days: 

"Industrial  enterprlaes  in  Victoria 
during  the  paat  twelve  montha  have 
been  active.  The  lumber  milla,  iron 
works  gfld  manufablurars  generally, 
were  fully  occupied.  Theae  condlUona. 
together  with  wooden  ahipbulldingt 
which  furnished  employment  for  about 
1,700  men  additional,  stimulated  all 
lines  of  retail  trade,  and  to  a  great  ex- 
tent the  forecast  made  by  this  Boat-d 
of  Trade  in  the  last  annual  report,  that 
improved  bualneaa  might  be  expected, 
haa  been  fuTfllled.  This  encouragement 
should  be  an  Incentive  to  further  en- 
deavors in  the  development  of  Vio- 
torU's  commercial  and  Industrial  lifs.

DOLLAR  COMPANY  MAN 
STEAMER  WITH  CHINESE 

Find  it  Impoaslble  to  Get  White  Sea- 
men on  Coast— Salfors'  Union 
Protests. 


The  shortage  of  officers  and  seamen 
for  the  fast  growing  merchant  marine 
is  becoming  so  serious  that  rathex 
than  have  one  of  their  vessels  remain 
Idle  for  want  of  men  the  Dollar  Steam- 
ship Company  a  few  days  ago  signed 
Chinese  on  one  of  their  steamers,  the 
Stanley  Dollar.  This  was  a  very 
bold  move  on  the  part  of  an  American 
company  In  the  face  of  the  strict  laws 
against  it  on  the  other  side.  The  ves- 
sel was,  furthermore,  under  charter  to 
the  United  States  Shipping  Etoard  at 
the  time.  t,^. 

As  a  result  of  this  action  the  wires 
between  this  coast  and  Washington 
are  being  kept  hot  with  prot^ts  from 
the  difftrrent  sailors'  unions,  and  the 
attention  of  President  Wilson  has 
been  called  to  what  is  termed  "the 
unpatriotic  action"  of  the  San  FYan- 
clsco  concern. 

The  marked  shortage  of  experienced 
seamen  along  this  coast  hss  long  been 
felt,  not  only  on  the  U.S.  sea-board  but 
.also  on  the  Canadian  seaboard,  and 
the  action  of  the  Dollar  Company  will 
do  much  to  draw  the  attention  of  both 
the  (Sovemments  to  this  question.  It 
is  now  being  suggested  that  student* 
be  placed  on  every  ship  possible  to 
Insure  against  the  lack  of  tralnod  of- 
ficers for  the  scores  of  vessels  build- 
ing along  the  Pacific  Coast

The  elear  dry  nighta  which  have  been 
expariancad  In  Victoria  lately  have  'bean 
reaponalble  for  aome  rather  low  tem- 
peratures in  the  early  mornings  and 
qulta  aharp  frosts  have  occurred  in  some 
districts,  although,  happily.  It  doea  not 
appear  that  any  considerable  damage  hae 
baan  done  to  early  garden  crops.  It  to 
rather  remarkable  to  note  the  consider- 
able variations  In  temperature  in  dlffer- 
ent  parts  of  the  city,  low-lying  ground 
and  ground  back  ■  from  the  salt  water 
being  vtoited  by  Jack  Froat  while  he 
skipped  past  the  hills  and  higher  ground* 

Mr.  Napier  Denlaon,  director  of  the 
Gonaalas  Heights  observatory,  etated 
yesterday  that  the  lowest  temperature 
raglaterad  by  the  thermometer  In  the 
standard  screen  at  the  observatory  was 
41  oa  North  Quadra  Street.  Just  ontside 
the  city  limits,  where  the  observatory 
authorities  have  other  Instruments  in- 
stalled for  the  express  purpose  of  not- 
ing local  variations,  tha  minimum  for 
yesterday  In  tha  screen  waa  28  and  on 
the  ground  24,  which  gives  eo me  idea 
of  the  sharp  frosts  which  have  occur- 
red  In   some   localities. 

On  Thursday  the  minimum  at  Oon- 
sales  Heights  was  40  and  3S  on  ths 
sround.  at  North  Quadra  Street.  29  and 
2*  on  the  ground. 

Light  froets  were  experienced  in  the 
Okanagan  yesterday  and  In  Kootenay, 
minimum  temperatures  reported  being 
27  at  Grand  Forks,  SO  at  Nelson  and  17 
at  Cnnbrook. 

In  the  prairie  country  rather  cold 
weather  has  prevailed,  particularly  in 
the  early  morning.  Qu'Appelle  recorded 
a  minimum  of  12  abova  aero,  Edmonton 
20  above  and  at  Winnipeg  it  waa  anow- 
Ing  with  8H  Inches  of  snow  on  the 
ground. 

There  is  no  positive  indication  Juat 
at  preaent  of  a  speedy  change  of  the 
prevailing  weather.  Although  the  clear, 
dry  nlghte  mean  low  morning  temper- 
aturea,  the  mercury  has  rls«(n  to  a 
height  Indicating  considerable  warmth 
In  the  afternoon,  69  being  the  maaimum 
yesterday   In  Victoria.

ment  control  and-  I.OOO  mora  under 
partial  control;  yet  the  United  Stotea 
had  10,000  Caetarlaa  available  for 
munition-maMag.  He  eltad  tha  aaaa 
of  ona  plant  that  had  17,000  men 
working  on  a  singla  Job  of  maklns 
artillery  for  smashing  tha  baeha 
Unas.  "We  have  at  least  four  or 
flva  planta,"  ha  aald,  "aaoh  of  which 
has  a  produoUon  capacity  that  far 
aaoeads  the  graot  iv^rka  of  Kmppa 
at  Basan." 

He 'pointed  out  how  American  tn- 
genultyi  money  and  labor  had  been 
obliged  to  create  new  porto  in  France 
so  as  to  permit  of  the  vast  train  of 
soldiers  and  materiato  of  war  from 
the  United  Stataa  reaahlng  the  battle- 
ground. Harbora  had  been  dredged, 
docks  built,  machinery  Inatallad  and 
double  track  railways  built,  becaiua 
the  existing  facilities  wera  already 
being  used  to  their  utmost  capacity 
by  the  British. 

Mr.  Redfleld  supposed  that  CaiMt- 
dlans  had  beard  a  good  deal  about 
the  alleged  delay  of  the  United  States 
war  programme.  But  ha  thrilled  hto 
nndietioa  when  he  dealarad  that  xha^ 


reason  for  this  was  that  tha  Amarl- 
can  plan  was  standardised  production 
and  sought  a  result  where  tons  af 
thousands  of  artlclea  could  be  pro- 
duced as  easily  aa  one,  and  on  and 
on  at  the  same  rato  Indeflnitely.  "Tou 
must  speak  of  the  production  of 
machine-guns  In  our  country  If  you 
epeak  of  it  adequately  at  all  In  terms 
cf  scores  of  thousands,"  he  said. 

He  claimed  that  the  ruaaora  of 
failure  in  aeropliuie  construction  were 
due  to  mistakes  and  misstatements. 
"I  hope  you  are  nevar  thraatoned 
here  aa  the  Rhine  Valley  #111  be  aoma 
day  by  hundreds  of  thotisaads  of  Am- 
erican aeroplanes,"  he  asserted  amidst 
applause.  He  mentioned  that  tha 
United  States  had  appropriated  $700,- 
oOO.OOt   for  airplane    nmnufaeture. 

Turning  to  the  number  of  aoldlara 
hto  country  had  In  tha  field,  he  re- 
marked with  a  smile  that  thsre  waa 
a  time  that  Oottysburg  had  baan  con- 
sidered quite  a  skirmtoh.  "I  think  I 
om  under-estimating  tha  fhcts  when 
I  say  that  we  have  on  tha  linoa  in 
Franca  at  laaat  three  timae  *s  maay 
men  as  there  were  on  both  sides  at 
Oettysburg,"  he  said.  "And  in  my 
Judgment  we  are  eonding  mora  troopa 
forward  at  a  speed  which  to  accentu- 
ating the  desire  of  tha  Oanaan  army 
to  break  through  quickly."  It  waa 
his  Impresaloa— and  'impression" 
was  taken  by  hto  hearera  ag  camou- 
flage for  "official  knowledge" — that 
the  Unltod  States  would  call  up  160,- 
000  m^n  each  month  for  army  ear- 
vice.  Preeident  Wilaon  had  reoently 
declared  that  Oermany  had  appealed 
to  arbitrament  of  force,  and  Oermany 
would,  get  force  without  stint. 

Mr.  Redflald  went  on  to  toll  how 
the  marine  corpe,  the  naval  forcee 
and  other  branches  of  the  service,  had 
been  Increaeed  since  tha  war's  com- 
mencement. The  U.S.  naval  veesele 
in  the  war  sone  could  now  be  count- 
ed with  three  figurea.  tha  naval  vaa- 
sels  in  service  altogether  with  four 
figures,  while  the  shipbuilding  pro- 
gramme was  such  aa  to  have  an  in- 
hibitlve  effect  upon  Oerman  con- 
sciousness. He  stated  that  there  were 
now  142  shipyards  under  operation 
and  they  wera  being  driven  as  ^ard 
as  the  Government  knew  how  to 
drive  them. 

"Our  purpoae."  he  declared,  "is  to 
put  the  shipping  proposition  abaolute- 
!y  beyond  dispute,  and  we  are  mobil- 
izing our  brains  and  materiato  to  that 
end."  He  cited  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Charlee  M.  Schwab  as  manager 
of  the  BnMrgency  Fleet  Corporation 
as  an  Inatonee  of  this. 

"Tha  vtolon  of  the  Indnetrlal  power 
af  the  Unltod  Statoe  tamed  towarda 
war  is  one  of  the  moot  etupendous 
and  colossal  to  ba  graaped,"  he  went 
on.
